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WARRANT 

With  recommendations  of  the  Warrant  Committee  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  to  be  held  March  6,  1978. 

Article    1.  To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting.

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  taxes  be  due  July  1, 
1978  and  that  interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  be  charged  on  all 
unpaid  taxes  after  September  1,  1978. 

To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  release  and  convey  titles 
obtained  under  tax  deeds  and  under  deeds  of  conveyance  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  any  land  or  buildings  in  lieu 
of  payment  of  taxes  after  the  property  has  been  advertised 
to  all  bidders  except  that  the  Selectmen  have  the  power  to 
authorize  redemption  by  the  prior  owner.
